Wasnincron, D. O., Aug. - Under the 
impression that the order under which the

HOUSE LEADERS. 

The leaders of the House attracted the 
usual amount of attention as they came upon 
the door, Mr. Reed came in at 11:0, his 
form towering above all his associates on the 
floor and being particularly noticeable be- 
cause of his suit of Kentucky tow and red 
four-in-hand scarf. Gen. Tracy, and Mr, 
Biand were busily engaged in conference 
with their lieutenants, preparing for the 
decisive count of votes.

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VOTES ON THE OTHER RATIOS. 


After the result was announced on the vote 
on the 16 to 1 ratio, the roll was again 
called on the next amendment proposed 
by the silver men, providing for 
free coinage of the white metal at 
a ratio of 17 to 1. The result was: Yeas, 100; 
Nays, 240. On this vote, besides the loss of 
Populist Votes, the members of that party 
withholding their votes, there were several 
negative votes from those who voted in favor 
of a ration of 16 to 1. 

The vote on the ratio of 18 to 1 resulted: 102 
yeas, 189 nays. 

The 19 to amendment was rejected: Yeas, 
105; neys, 237. 

The 0 to 1 amendment was likewise re- 
jected: Yeas, 119; nays, 222 

„ THE REPEAL BILL PASSED, 

All amendments being rejected, the repeal 
bill was read a third time and ordered en- 
grossed and the House proceeded to vote on 
ite Anal passage. 

When the roll call was completed it was 
announced that the Wilson bill, repealing 
the silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law had passed the House by a majority of 
181 votes. The vote stood: Yeas, 240;

A MONETARY COMMISSION, 


A Joint Resolution Prepared by Congress- 
man McCreary of Kentucky. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—Congressman 
McCreary of Kentucky, one of the delegates 
on the part of the United States tothe recent 
International Monetary Conference at Brus- 
sels, has prepared the following joint resolu- 
tion for introduction in the House next week: 

Resolved, By the Sénate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress assembled. that a commission 
is hereby authorized and constituted to consist of 
three Senators, to be appointed by the President of 
the Senate; three Representatives, to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House, and three @xperts, to 
beselectea by the President of the United States, 
with authority to determine the time and place of 
meeting, and to take evidence in Washington, or 
any other city of the United States, before 
the whole committee or before sub-commit- 
tees, and to ingeire into and report: (1) On 
the shange which has taken place in the relative 
value of gold and silver, and Whether the change is 
due to the depreciation of silver or to the apprecia- 
tion of god: cause of the change, whether rma- 
nently or temporary: () on the policy of maintain- 
ing the double standard in the United States, aad 
what should be the legal ratio between silver and 
gold when coined; (2) on the dest means of reer- 
ganizing the banking system, of restoring conf- 
dence in commercial and financial! circles aad pro- 
moting international bimetailism; (4) the report of 
the commission shall be 22 to the Senate 
and the House on the Ist day of January, 16894.

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


Comparison Between the Generalship of 
Bland and Wilson-—Gleanings. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Speaking of the 
great debate which closed in the House 
Saturday an experienced observer notes the 
superiority in generalship manifested on the 
side of the repealers. He says: Mr. Bland 
had used all his dest speakers at the earlier

Health Commissioner Homan is being 
rather severely criticised for an order he has 
recently issued to the heads of the 
different city institutions under his 


charge. It is in effect that 
on and after Sept. 80 no horses other than 
those actually owned by the city shall be 
stabled or fedatany of these institutions 
The order is aimed atthe heads of the insti- 
tutions and isconsideredto be a rather petty 
display of pons to deprive them of their 
horses and buggies. The superintendent of 
each city institution has his own horse and 
bugey, which he furnishes himself. It does 
not, therefore belong to the city. 
The custom as always been here- 
tofore to allow them to keep them, 
for convenience sake, with the other 
horses stabled at the institution as they are 
used for most part by the superintendents 
in the discharge of their official duties.

A REPUBLICAN MONUMENT. 


The Hon. Thomas B. Reed perorates his 
speech on the silver bill in this fashion: 
When the day comes, as surely it will come, 
for us to lead this land back again into the 
paths of prosperity and fame which were 
trodden under Republican rule for so many 
years, we shall take back with us our ancient 
glory undimmed by adversity and our 
ancient honor unsullied by defeat.

POLICE MURDERS. 

Judge Goggin of Chicago spoke out in 
school on the subject of the free use of the 
policeman’s pistol in the case of a police- 
man brought before him fora preliminary 
hearing on a charge of murder. He not 
only denominated the particular case in 
question ‘‘a brutaland uncalled-for mur- 
der,’’ but took occasion to denounce the 
recklessness of the Chicago police in the 
use of their revolvers and the disposition 
of the authorities to shield them from pun- 
ishment. 

“There is no city in the United States, 
said he, that has been disgraced with so 
many murders by the police as has Chi- 
cago. It is getting to be the custom for 
policemen to call upon a prisoner to halt, 
and if he does not stop he will kill him. 
This is a privilege not accorded to the 
dog-catchers.’’ 

This is a terrible indictment of the de- 
partment charged with maintaining the 
law and keeping the peace, but even worse 
is the charge against higher authorities 
and the administration of justice which he 
embodied in the remark that ‘‘it is almost 
impossible to convict them (the police 
murderers); they are usually sent to the 
Grand-jury or the Bridewell, and subse- 
quently get out of both places.’’ 

One of these charges depends upon the 
other. To shield guardians of the peace 
in the commission of crime is to encourage 
them in crime, and any city in which po- 
lice commit crimes and exercise the 
power over life and death without fear of 
the consequences is not fit for a dog, 
much less a man, to live in. The life of 
no citizen is safe, the law becomes con- 
temptible and authority loathsome. 

The police must be protected in the per- 
formance of their duty and in the right of 
self-defense, but they have no more right 
to take life than any other citizen. Tie 
necessity of upholding authority demands 
that it be exercised with rigid adhererce 
to legal limits. The law officer above all 
must be held amenable to the law. If he 
is shielded in the violation of law, in/the 
wrongful use of authority and th® unyar- 
ranted taking of life, the policema

When he returned the 
third time her husband was in the saloon, 
and would not give him the third glass de- 
manded, because he already owed for two, 

whereupon Hayes drew a pistol and without 
further provocation shot Mueller dead behind 
the bar. He was arrested, tried and 
convicted, the only defense "made being 
‘‘Arunkenness.’’ Then the usual devices to 
defeat the ends of justice were resorted to, 

and so successfully that after six years’ ut- 
terly needless delay, Hayes was discovered 
to de insane, and by this plea cheated the 
hangman altogether, I have always delle ved 
that his ‘‘insanity’’ was a well-played game 
to escape the penalty of his crime, and I have 
been told that Dr. LeGrand A Atwood, at that 
time Superintendent ofthe asylum, thought 
that Hayes was not nearly so crazy as he 
pretended to De. 

Tbe Hayes case is only one of many more 
or less similar cases which illustrate, to our 
shame and disgrace, the miserable and con- 
temptible character of the criminal law of 
Sissourt. That law is literally a hissing 
and a by-word’’ throughout the country. 
Under its operation we have had at times 
twenty murderers in the jallatonce, and a 
fair proportion of them convicted and sen- 
tenced, ‘‘but waitinga new trial’’—or for 
something else to step in and save their 
necks. What is the consequence? 

Look atthe annual list of murders in St. 
Louls alone; a longer list than that of Lon- 
don—and London has 5,000,000 population and 
St. Louls 500,000. 

When shali our criminal law be reformed? 
When shall the crying shame and disgrace of 
Missouri be wiped out? A. B.

Heowneda 
mule that would not stand tied, and so he 
used asmall chain attached to the haiter. 
Everyone tn the community knew tnis chain, 
and it was found attached. toa tree on the 
hill west ofthe Conrad cabin. Many of the 
White Caps had several miles to ride and aid 
not get home until after daybreak. The 
were seen, but people cannot swear posi- 
tively as to where they had been. 

The story of the Mosquito Creek tragedy 
has not been truthfully toid. Bil and Sam 
Conrad were not bad men. They were quiet 
and unobtrusive, and anything else but des- 
peradoes, They were never known to drink, 
and everybody in the community says the 
worked hard and paid their debts. They ha 
never been charged with incendisrism, as 
some papers stated, and, in fact, there has 
never been an act of incendiarism committed 
in that community. Their father, Edward 
Conrad, was found in a dying eondition near 
his home last March. His skull was frac- 
tured, and a bloody piece of timber lay at his 
side. Tue old man was very aquarrelsome, 
and the neighbors say that he always cruelly 
mistreated his family. When the boys were 
small he beat them unmercifuliy, and he also 
beat and kicked his wife and daughter. 

It was to avenge the death of Edward Con- 
rad that a body of about forty White Caps 
went to the Conrad cabin onthe morning of 
Aug. 8 to lynen Billend-am. It is admitted 
on all sides that there was no danger of the 
brothers doing anyone vioience or harm. 
After they were acquitted of tus chdrge of 
murdering their father by a justice of the 

eace they went homeand began work, and 
n no wise interfered with any one. It is also 
generally admitted that old man Conrad was 
an objectionable neighvor, while. nothing 
had been said against his sons. Under these 
circumstances public sentiment in Harrison 
County is against the White Caps and with 
the Conrads. The White Caps say there was 
a traitor in their ranks on this occasion and 
that it is due to this traitor that five White 
Caps lost their lives. If anyone ts to become 
the victim of their vengeance, that traitor 
will be the man.
